GREAT SHOW STORM IN CONNECTICUT.

Hamas to TelKrapn Wires and Fruit
Tre.a The First Toucli of Winter.

From the Bartford Courant, JVov. 14.
The first touch ot winter, pxperlenced on

Tueeday, must heieaftcr rauk anions thu re
markable storms, avid will itouoilf.s be long
remembered and quoted, on Hccount of K9
extraordinary Bupension of telegraphic com-
munication in this vicinity. The tail ot snow
was onubually large tor this season, and
althouRn a good share of it melted as toon as
it lell, yet, on Wednesday morning some Ave or
six inches remained on the ground, and a few
adventurous people brought out their cutlers
and essayed sleighing.

Tue dampness and stickiness of the snow
caused it to cling to braucbes ot trees, tele
graph wires, and siaii'ar onjects, and they were
Leuvily laden witb. the irozen mass during tne
whole of Wednesday. Many fruit and shade
trees were broken down by tue superabundant
weight, and others were badly Injured by the
breaking noun oi tbe limbs.

But by far the root "prions damage done was
to the teles raph lines; not merely in the matter
of the expense which will be necessary to put
them in good working ororr aeaiu. but also in
the injury which business ot all kind must suf-
fer tor want ot telegrapbio lucUutes. Never
before was tbe value ot inn telegraph so fully
appreciated by our crizins, and particularly
our bubiness men, an during tbe paralysis oi
Wednesday. At an early bour on Tuesday
evening the lines, which had beeu working
badly all day, owing to tbe storm, begun, one
al er another, to givout entirely, and by 10
o'clock noi a wire could bs made to speak.

On Wednesday morning the line men began
their investigation ol tne trouble, and l'oand
euf.ueh to keep them busy tor some time. In
this city, all the wires wee found to be more or
It sfl saeged and "crossed" by tdeir load ot ice,
and in many pltices the poles supporting them
were prostrated from the same caue. More

, especially was this tbe case in trie north part of
the o.ty. Tbo pole ot the Western Uuion Com-
pany from the tunnel to the junction ot the
Hartford. Providence, and F.shkill Hailroad,
with the branch track of the Ilarilord and New
Haven to the freight house ou tbe flock, wore all
down, one beiug broken bhort oh" at the surluce
ol the ground.

The lug i ole at tlie 'junction," supporting
ever thuty wire, was prostrated across the
truck, and as lar as the eye could reach on tbe
Fib! lull road, occasional prostrated or leaning
poles could be seen, of course the wires near
the Junction were broken, taugled, twisted,
crossed, and erounded in the most un pretty
manner, and tbe line men appeared to have no
special pleasure in their job. The wires of the
Western Union, in their lall, laid directly across

tdo-- e ol the Franklin line, which wore badly
Bint ncu uy lueir weipui.

Tbe view of tne wreck from this point wa
desolate enough, as more wires centre nere than
any place iu this vicinity, and nearly all were
badly "burst up." Down town the frame on
the root of the buildlntr corner of Pearl and
limn, supporting tue Franklin company's wires,
was 'Overthrown, and the wires badly mixed

Those ot the Western TJsiou,
across Maiustreet, were in nearly as bad condi-
